If one 
can remove them with a little milk weed free gratis 
for nothing, why. one would" be foolish to go and 
pay a doctor to do it. 
The milkweed method, 


though. Is what I should call fictitious. It is In the 
same category with pork rind stolen from your 
grandmother, and these quaint superstitions are 
harbored nowadays by little boys who believe wart's 
come from handling toads. 


A wart comes and goes without apparent rea- 


son. Sometimes flocks of 'em appear without obvi 
ous cause, and disappear in the same mysterious 
way. 
This characteristic probably accounts for 


the Innumerable fallacies regarding the cause anc 
the cure of warts. 
If you happen to lose your 


warts after you have put milkweed or pork or 
castor oil or something on them, it is natural to 
assume that your treatment did it. 


There is some evidence that warts are caused b> 


some specific organism or germs. 
Some author! 


ties have produced warts by inoculation of mater- 
ial from other warts. 
That would suggest that 


warts may be slightly contagious. 
Children seem 


to have them move than adults. Children's hands 
and skin come into contact with more varieties 
of dirt than do adults. 


Often, not always, vigorous soap and water scrub- 


bing of the warts and surrounding skin to the 
limit of endurance, and then a single coat of tinc- 
ture of iodin. this repeated at intervals of five days 
or a week for two or three times, will apparently 
cause the warts to disappear. Of course, nothing 
like this should be tried for warts about the face 
or head. In fact. I should advise that no ama- 
teur treatment be tried for warts about the face or 
head, but that such warts should be. treated only 
by the surgeon. 
A single wart is usually best excised, under lo- 


cal anesthesia- 
Multiple warts may be successfully treated with 


X-rays or radium, or with fulguratSon (sparking 
with" high frequency current) or by freezing with 
carbon dioxld. 


The familiar corn. remedy-*30 gains of salicylic 


acid dissolved In half an ounce of flexible collodi- 
on—ia a3 good for warts as it is for corns when 
painted on the wart daily for a week or more.

Find Effective 


Enemy In Crow 


(From The National Geographic Mag- 


azine.) 


Two underlying' factors make the 


crow, economically speaking, one ot 
our most important birds. It Is abun- 
dant._and it Is large. Birds, on the 
whole, require a volume of food in 
direct ratio to the size of their bodies, 
and no cat has yet advanced the 
theory that crows are modest or re- 
strained when dining. If follows, then, 
that what facts are determined re- 
garding tho character of tho crow's 
food habits must be given more than 
ordinary consideration. 


Even a minor food habit of a bird 


so voracious and numerous as the one 
under discussion may have most Im- 
portant influences for good or harm. 
In the case of tho crow, 2.11S stom- 
achs, collected in 39 of pur states, the 
District of Columbia and some of the 
Canadian provinces, were 
available 


and of these 778 were of nestling birds.- 
This is the third largest quantity of 
stomach material ever used in the 
study of the food habit of a single 
species of bird.

Because he did .i 
not make the bar-rooni loafer speak ,§ 


the grand manner of the charac-^ 


ters In "Paradise Lost" some critics * 
held that what they eald wasn't real 
ooetry. It was the old question of 
realism bobbing up; many w'.io admit- 
ted rea'lsm in the novel refused to 
ndmit It to poetry. Masefield Is In 
many ways like Chaucer and he no 
longer needs any defense, but If ho 
did he could find it in tho first great 
poet 'in the English language. 


For Chaucer lived up to his promise 


that he would "say one word as well 
as the next." "The Canterbury Tales" 
have the one great merit of giving 
the reader a sense of real life. Some 
of the stories are poorly done and 
some are done with great effective- 
ness. Some are unfinished and some 
are more or less ehlpshod. Chaucer 
was an unovon writer and he does 
not seem to have had the time or 
patience to polish his work. But the 
total effect of the whole of his work 
Is that of reality—of a reality that 
has passed through a rich and clear 
intelligence. And that would never 
have been possible if ho had "ideal- 
ized" away everything that was "rude 
and broad." 


Tho question of realism will probab- 


ly never be settled. Each generation 
will have to fight It out for Itself 
and It Is lik.ely that ten thousand 
years from now It will still be a 
bone of contention.

any -combination of •vegetables could 
be* called a. "vegetable dinner." still 
wo must follow the principle of the 
"balanced meal" if we are to secure 
a plat that Is sustaining, flavorablo 
and of appealing appearance. All,too 
often a common fault with such a "dish 
as served in restaurants is duplication 
of the same food elements—the offer- 
ing of three, yes. even four starches 
at the same tlme-rcorn. mashed pota- 
to, spaghetti and Lima b&ar.s: In- 
deed. I hava seen rice, macaroni and. 
potatoes consort together under pre- 
tense of belng^a true "vegetable din- 
ner"—unthirikabia: 


But the housewife to whom food 


values are familiar will study her 
vegetables and select and group them 
from the dietary point of view. She 
should choose one- vegetable markedly 
protein, as Lima or other beans or 
green peas: or she can easily increase 
the protein content by adding an egg. 
poached 
or 
hard-boiled, 
grated or 


diced. In th* center of her platter: or 
she can use grated cheese as a final 
Sprinkle over the top, or she can 
serve certain vegetables 
in such a 


cooked form as requires 
both eggs 


and mills in the making, for example, 
corn pudding. 


With the main 
heavy 
vegetable 


picked out. she may select two starchy 
one. such as corn and 
egg plant, 


or carrots and squash. ne:-:t two wa- 
tery oces. as tomato and cabbage or 
beets and cucumber, having an eye 
for assembling those which are not 
on'.y different and contrasting in tex- 
ture, and thus more agreeable to eat.

scarlet of tomatoes. 


Indeed, this "eye appeal" and the 


psychology of the platter dinner must 
never bs'lost Bight "of. for It Is very 
largely to this colorful, garland-like 
or bouquet effect that the enjoyment 
of tjie vegetable meal is due. "We eat 
because of a strong 'stimulus to the 
nerves of the eye as well as th'e nose,
